What to appeare oppefly vnder the habite of a de Medi 
collyer,who had atrayned vnto ſome welth. This

he tuke bothe ſurname and armes, therein im 
tating the order Which among men of occupa= 
tions 15 vntill our tymeretayned , that is, in their 
markesor armes to place the principall tooles re 
quyred in their Arte,as the Maſohs,a Hammer or 
a Trowell,the Taylors a paire of Sheares or ſuche 
lyke, and (oof all others : After the lame maner

rule and gouerne after her owen pleaſure. 

The Floreatines for the moſt parte, as all men 
do affirme with whome chey do continually cras 
ficke , ar ſuch as will mak but (mall account of 
their conſciences : thay will outwardly pretend 
($aligion , meaning nochingles ; thay do enuy, 
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\, diſdaine,and mortally hate all ſucheas either in 
\yertew, Nobilitie,or any other good qualirie, do 


exceid them , but moſte eſpecially , all thoſe ta 
whome 1n any reſpe& they are bound or behol- 
ding, notwithſtanding that in outward apperace 
thcy will ſeme affable vnto all men. Ot all thele 
good qualities aforenamed, the whole famely of 
ae Medicis do retayne a Quinteſlence, yery well 
remarked by all Hiſto:1ographers of our ryme, 
notwithſtanding their both tauourable & feirtul 
wrytinges : Beſides all theſe, they are allo more 
particularly noted of a certaine prodigalitie of

Notwithſtanding none of all theſe praftiſes 
came to effett , yet did the not quaile : For one 
named Maureuet vndertuke to kill him, howbe=- 
it afterward, con(idering that without great di- 
ger heculd not bring his purpole to pare ,ſum- 
what to acquit his promule : he murthered Mon- 
fieur de Mouy his Capitaine and benefactor, for 
Which deid ſhe aſſigned vnto hima penſion out 
of the townhous of Paris , wherewith the better 
to incourage him to vther the lyke practiſes, in 
which he 1s now becum perfite, T hus may you 
{e that thaic ar no meanes Which the accounteth 
not lawfull and honeſt, how abhominable fo e- 
uer thay be, in caſe thay will ſerue to the ruting 
out of thoſe whome the hateth : wherefore we 
ncid no longer to ſtand vpon this point,thatſhe 
hateth them for their Religion , tor wholocuer 
vſeth any ſuch praculſes, is aſluredly yoyde bothe 
ot conſcienceand Religion. 

Againe no man can becum ſoCatholicke in 
one - as it 15 cuident that ſhe did the ſame day 
that the King of Nauarre was ſlayne: Bur it is art 
only defire of reuenge & a cankered malice aga-
